Sldor beaching, as it is the first time she 
has over missed her bearings. Captain 
Hunter adds tHut if he hud heard the fog 
whistle they would not have gono ashore, 
but the lighthouse-keeper says tho fog came 
up very suddenly. 

The damage to' the Elder is the loss of her 
piopellor, and • in' addition to a leak on her 
port bow there arO several dents bore and 
there. Sho wemV- into dock this morn- 



ing at fivo o'clock, the Espiegle 
coining out to give placo to her. This con- 
duct is spoken of in the highest terms by 
those interested. 

The importance of the Esquimalt dock is 
now, for the second timo within a year, 
signally emphasized; the Ampion was ac- 
knowledged as saved by it and the Elder 
would have fared badly but for its 
proximity. The Albion Iron Works will 
at once begin to repair the damage, but 
talk waa heard of only n temporary fixture 
for the present trip, and afterward' 1 s uid 
her into dock for a complete bverha'll ing. 

Tho bark Oakland went ashore on the 
beach at Point Wilson, close to tho light- 
house, at 7:20 o'clock Monday morning. 
Sho had arrived from Sim Francisco with a 
cargo of merchandise for Seattle, and to 
take a return cargo of lumber at Port Madi- 
son. Capt. Welfare, master of the vessel, 
states that the fog waa very thick and that 
no whistle was blowing. His ship ran into 
the beach within a stone's throw of the 
lighthouse. He was coming in without a 
tow and had almost got around the point. 
Capt. Welfare thinks she is but slightly 
damaged.

IM PORTA Vr TO CANNERS. 

To TiiB Editok : — The enclosed ox- 
tract from the London Times of the 28th 
June last, which 1 have just received 
from my Liverpo 1 correspondents, is of 
great importance to salmon packers and 
shippers on the Pacific coast. 

Y' u will notice that the decision af- 
fects the form of contract made for the 
Bale of salmon in England as well as the 
cus'om long in oxistoneo of arbitrating 
differences which may arise between buyer 
and seller. 

A new form of contract must guiclo fu- 
ture sales, as the present arbitration 
clause is of little value and the custom a' 
the port of Liverpool is no longer g od. 

On the slightest quibble buyers may 
repudiate goods, and according to this do- 
•iaion the arbitration clause in the con- 
tract is of no use to the sollers. 

In the case cited, Messrs. R. B. 
Green & Co. may have been induced to 
roid the contract on account of a falling 
market, or may have been justified on ac- 
count of the quality of the goods fur- 
nished, which were to be Columbia River 
salmon, spring pack of 1889 season. 

The brand "White Star" used to be the 
property of Elmore & Sanborn, Astoria, 
Ore. What was furnished I do not know, 
but it is quite evident that all shippers 
should bo particular that goods furnished 
are only such as the agreement of Bale 
and the brand call for. 

Had last season's buyers conjectured 
that such a judgment as this would ever 
have been rende ed, no doubt a large pro- 
portion of the salmon pack of 188!) sold 
in England would have been rejected, as 
it gives the English buyer who is afraid 
of a weak market a good loophole to get 
out of contracts heretofore made. 

Happily, however, most of the salmon 
from this side (my own included)has been 
paid for. B. Younii. 

('The Times." Juno 28, 1890.) 

(Before Mh. Jusiick Kay.) 
In the matter of an arbitration between 
Messrs. R. B. Green and Co. and 
Messrs. Balfour, Williamson, and Co. 

This was a mercantile case of consider- 
able importance. It was a motion by 
Messrs. R. B. Green &Co., of Liverpool, 
wholesale provision merchants, to res- 
train Messrs. Balfour, Williamson, & Co., 
merchants, also of Liverpool, from 
making an award a rule of court, and 
from proceeding to enforce the award ; 
and also that the award might be set 
aside or remitted to the arbitrators for 
reconsideration on the ground mainly 
that they had exceeded (heir jurisdiction. 
The disputo was as to the quali y of 
tinned Balmon supplied to Messrs. Green 
& Co. under a contract with iho agents 
of Messrs. Balfour, Williamson, & Co., 
and the arbitrators' award now appealed 
from was dated the 11th of April, 18!)U, 
and was, so far as is material, in the 
following terms: —"That the buyers 
accept tin; salmon, aud that the seller:; 
make an allowan e to the buyers of one 
shilling and sixpence (Is. Od.) per case,'' 
The other facts are sufficiently stated 
in his Lordship's judgment. 

Mr. Marten, Q.C , and Mr. Pickford 
wero for ' riosrs. Green it Co.; and Mr 
Barnes, Q J., and Mr. Ingle Joyce for 
Messrs IJalfour, Williamson Ab Co. 

Mr. Justice Kay was of opinion that 
in t!.;> case the arbitrators had exceeded 
their authority — that is 1 1 say, they had 
made an award which went very much 
beyond tho matter submitted to them, 
On the 31st of July, 1889, a contract was 
made as follows : "Messrs. Richard 1!. 
Green & Co. — Dear Sirs, — Wo have this 
day sold to you on account of our princi- 
pals (Messrs. Balfour, Williamson & Co.) 
about 1,000 cases 48s. White Star Pack- 
ing Company's flat-labelled Columbia 
river salmon, spring puck of 188!) season. 
Shipment, August, September. Quality 
guaranteed good, merchantable, ami 
equal to the average spring pack of 188!) 
season C. R. salmon, at 22s. per case ox 
quay Liverpool. Payment cash fi r D/o 
ex quay Liverpool. If vos.sol or vessels 
be lost this contract to bo void to extent 
of above salmon that may ho declared on 
such vessel or vessels. Usual examin- 
ation for customary alllowances and 
general br kers' conditions, Any dispute 
to b i B.ifctled by arbitration. — Yours 
truly, David Scott it Co." Then on the 
3rd of April, 1890, Messrs. Green & Co. 
wrote to Messrs. David Scott tfc Co. as 
follows: — "Dear Sirs, — Contract 31st 
July, 188!) J 1,000 White Star salmon ox 
Lord Can ing. Wo do not consider the 
tender (as per samples examined by us 
to-day) equal to contract guarantee, and 
therefore must call for arbitration ; »nd 
wo appoint Mr. William Powell; of 
Messrs. George Crossfield & Co., to act 
for ub. " There was no answor to that 
letter, but the other sido appointed a 
second arbit rator, and ultimately the par- 
ties wont to arbitration. His Lordship 



then proceeded to examine the evidence 
as to what was tho extent of tho submis- 
sion — if it extended not only to the ques- 
tion whether the salmon was of inferior 
quality, but also to the question whether 
the buyer should be at liberty to reject 
the goods if not up to guarantee, and 
came to (he conclusion that the submission 
did not extend to the latter quostion. Tho 
arbitrators, said his Lordship, according 
to their evidence, went to arbitration 
with tho understanding on their part that 
they were not merely to lind out whether 
the salmon was inferior in quality, but 
that, even if they found it was, they wore 
to decide whether it should be rejected 
or not. They said, "We will deprive the 
buyer of his legal right, and bind him by 
a contract which at law ho cannot bo 
bound by." if that was the view of the 
arbitrators, they must show that it was 
within the submission to arbitration. 
Upon that point the evidence failed to 
show that there was any such submission. 
It waB said that thero was a custom in 
Liverpool that whore there was a defici- 
ency or inferiority in quality bo great as 
to requiro compensation or a'lowance, 
arbitrators might make tho buyer take 
tho bargain with the allowance. His 
Lordship was asked to say whether that 
was a reasonable custom. Ho was of 
opinion that it was not reasonable. The 
conclusi.ii at which ho arrived 
was a very simple one. It 
was not proved before him that 
there was a submission of anything ex- 
cept the question whether the goods were 
up to guarantee. Thi3 was not a salo of 
specific goods — a difference which had 
boon po'iited out long ago in " Street v. 
Blay " (2 B. and Ad., 400), and more re- 
cently in " Hoy worth v. Hutchinson" 
(L. R. 2, Q. C, 447). Tho law was 
stated quite correctly in " Chitty on 
Contracts " (12th edition, p. 505), wh. re, 
after saying that the purchaser of a c m- 
modi y according to sample was at libcrty 
to return it if not agreeable to the sam- 
ple, proceeded : " Where the contract 
for sale and warranty have r-. feronce to a 
special artie'e which was in esse at the 
time of sale, then, unless there be a con- 
dition in the contract to that effect, the 
pu chaser is not entitled to reject the 
article when delivered on the ground of 
an alleged breach of warranty ; and the 
fact of his returning such article to the 
vendor is no defence to an action for 
the price. Nor does it niako any 
difference in such a case that 
the purchaser had not at the time of the 
sale seen the article sold, so as to have 
an opportunity of exercising his judgment 
upon it ; and his only remedy, therefore, 
is by giving evidence of the breach of 
warranty, in redaction of the sum sought 
to bo recovered as the price of the goods ; 
or if he seeks to recover damages by mak- 
ing theso the subject of a cross action or 
counter-claim. And it would seem that 
the same rule holds where speeitic goods 
are sold by sample." Tho distinction 
was there clearly drawn, and tho de- 
cisions in the two cases referred to did 
not apply where tho goods were not 
speeilie goods, such as the cargo ex a 
particular ship, or a horse, and therefore 
did not apply to goods like those in 
tho present, case, which wore not a par- 
ticular batch of goods. If the go ds 
were so much below guarantee as ap- 
peared in the present case the buyer was 
at liberty to reject thoin. In his Lord- 
ship's opinion the only question refenod 
tj the arbitrators was whether iho guilds 
were below guarantee, anil, if so, how 
much; ami the arbitrators had greatly ex- 
ceeded their authority by attempting to 
bind the buyer by a new contract, by 
which be was not bound in poii t of lan-. 
The matter must bo referred back to tho 
arbitrators upon the ground that they had 
exceeded their authority in .saying tint 
the buyer must take the goods, and the 
respondent must pay tho costs of this ap- 
plication.

The Northern Pacific Will Complete 
the Line to the British Colum- 
bia Boundary; 



Nkw York, July 21. — President OukeB 
t)f the Nortliern Pacific, to-dny made the 
j following statement : 

" The Northern Paoifib company has 
I purchasoM a littlo more than a majority 
i of tlio capital stock of the Seattle, Lake 
Shore & Eastern company, that is, about 
83,000,000 out of §5,000,000, and has 
loaaed the proporLy upon the basis of a 
! guaranty of 0.J per cent, interest on the 
1 outstanding bonds, and a fun her issue of 

\ bonds necessary to complete the lino to 
■ the international boundary, a total of 
l about §2,000,000. 

"Tho annual rental will be about §00,- 
000, but inasmuch as the Seattle company 
has thus far earned interest the Nortliern 
Pacific is not likely to bu called upon to 
make good any deticit. 

" The Northern Pacific will enter up- 
on the above operation of tho Seattle 
road on the 25th ult. 

j$ President A. S. Dunham, of the Seat- 
tle, Lake shore and Eastern, was see ■ by 
I a Post-Intelligencer reporter and asked 
what he kn w of the transfer of the line 
as Btated in the above dispatch. Mr. 
Dunham said : 

"I know nothing whatever about it ; it 
is news to me. All 1 know is the reports 
I have heard during the last few days. I 
wired to New York to-day for informa- 
tion, but have got nothing yet. If such 
• a transfer has been made it may be 
| through securing a majority of stock, 
' which I would not bo advised of may be 
for a day or two. 

"I have not been notified of any meet- 
ing of the directors or iiny action looking 
to a transfer, and can give you no in- 
formation whatever on tho subject. If 
i your information be correct, 1 could not 
! say what the effect will be upon the pre- 
j sent othcors of tho Seattle, Lake Shore 
j and Eastern until 1 receive information 
j from New York. 

"I have talked with officials of the 
. Nortliern Pacific he ro the last few days,

Their Relationship to Each Oilier ana to the 
Public 

An Eastern Canadian exchange dwells 
at some length, and with some force, 
upon tho relations that really exist, or 
ought to exist, between tho members of 
the press and the police force. The paper 
in question dwells upon the immense 
help which is rendered by the police to 
the pressman and by the pressman 1 1 
the police. Both aro always on the

more lively character before tho next 
edi'ion of the paper sees tho light. 
Like llu policeman, the reporter, sav 
and except when ho is not sleeping r 
feeding — and his hours for these are 
very limited — is continually march- 
ing on. During his day lie 
is accustomed to see us much 
as, if not niorothan, the ordinary police- 
man, who has, except under extraordin- 
ary circumstnnces, only his ow n beat to 
supervise. The newspaper man's vision 
takes in everything that there is to be 
seen or heard — no matter where found — 
and frequently tho interchange of com 
munications is mutually beneficial — noi 
that the press are, even in the remotes' 
manner, hangers on of tho official staff. 
They aro not in the line of doing inside 
work, but both, as pro ectors of th 
public interest, can and ought, to a cer- 
tain extent, to have confidence in each 
other, if the individuals on either side 
are v< -thy of any confidence ai 
ill. a recent issue, the 

Toronto -mil said : "It doesn't pay a re- 
porter to have a row with tho police. 
That's one of the reasons many of tin 
shortc miugs of the for^o go unrecorded 
Friends on the force aro a valuable ad- 
junct to a news gatherer. The police ait 
everywhere, and if anything happens thoj 
know something about it. If you see a 
man cha'ting to a policeman nt 2 o'clocl 
•n a frosty morning the chances are he h 
a reporter. Ho may be tired and ex- 
hausted after a long day's work. Hi 
may be longing for the comfortable sup 
per and bed that aro awaiting him a; 
home, lint he will stop and talk for ten 
or twenty minutes with the man on tin 
beat as lightly and cheerfully as if ho ban 
not been doing the city for t ft 'en or six- 
t sen hours that day. Out of these litt' 
conversations spring up a sort of mutua 
confidence which enables the guaruian oJ 
the night to air his grievances in the press 
without fear of discovery by his officer, 
and in return the reporter receives occas- 
ionally a useful tip which, when properly 
followed up, makes interesting news foi 
the general public."

MILES X IN A CO URA CIES. 

General Miles has been telling the 
committee of the United Sta'es Senate 
what he knows about the condition as to 
defence of tho American cities on the 
Pacific Coast. Tho General may be an 
authority in all such matters as far as the 
United States is concerned, but every 
resident of British Columbia knows that 
with respect to the military preparations 
in this province he must not be taken as 
an authority. When he says : " The 
Island of Vancouver is occupied by 
British forces and is a place where the 
British Government has expended mill- 
ions in building dry docks and navy 
yards and has made some surveys for 
fortifications," every British Columbian 
knows that tho General could not have 
visited the Island of Vancouver himself 
or derived his information concerning it 
from .1 reliable source. An American 
military man in his position ought to 
know that there is not a corporal's guard 
of British soldiers on tho whole of tho 
Island of Vancouver. The only British 
force near it is the naval squad- 
ron ; and the ships of war when 
they are at anchor in Esejiiimalt harbor 
can hardly bo said to occupy the Island. 
Those ships would, no doubt, be an 
effective means of defence and they 
might cause tho Auioricuus trouble on 
their own territory and give their forces 
something else to do than "to occupy 
tho principal points in British Columbia." 
But tho General was very far indeed 
from being accurato when he informed 
the Senate committee thai the Island of 
Vancouuver is occupied by British 
forces. Neither is ho moro correct when 
ho testifies that the British Government 
has expended millions in building dry 
docks and navy yards. There is but one 
dry dock in the whole of British Colum- 
bia, and that one was not built by the 
British Government. It was constructed 
by tlie Dominion Government as much 
for commercial reasons as for purposes of 
defence. The Dominion Government, 
after being urgently requested to aid 
in its construction by the Provincial 
authorities, not very willingly con- 
tributed ti quarter of a million of dollars 
for .hat 1 I'pose. General Miles might 
have kw u, if he hud taken the trouble 
to eti(|ol u, that there is nothing that can, 
with .ay appearance of propriety, bo 
called a navy yard on this Island, or in 
any other part of tho province. When 
0110 of Her Majesty's ships met with a 
serious accident a few months ago, there 
was a great probability that she would 
have to bo sent to San Francisco to be 
repaired. If we do not mistake, 
American concerns tendered for tho work 
of repairing her. Fortunately, there are 
iron works owned by a private company 
in Victoria— tho Albion Iron Works— 
which offered to do the job, and did it to 
tho complete satisfaction of tho impoctor 
sent bore by the British Government. 
If there had not been properly equipped 
machine shops, established and main- 
tained by private enterprise, in Victoria, 
Great Britain would have had to bear the 
reproach of being obliged to send a war- 
ship for repairs to a United Status port. 

Tho accident by which the Amphion was 
within an ace of being lost must have 
happened about the time in which Gen- 
eral Miles gave his testimony, and if he 
wero as shrewd and as wide-awake as 
Americans generally are ho would not 
only have heard of the mishap, but 
would have made himself acquainted 
with all the uiroum'stanofls in connection 
with it. 

It would bo hardly fair to presume that 



tho General knew all about tho Amphion 
disaster, and tlio way in which the injury 
she sustained was repaired, but. that in 
order to give cfloct to his testimony, and 
to make the defencelessnoss of the Allien 
can seaports more conspicuous and more 
alarming ho found it necessary to conjure 
up British forces, and to create a navy 
yard on the Island of Vancouver. It 
would, we suppose, bn more to tho credit 
of that officer to assume that ho did not 
know what ho was tnlking about— that 
his misrepresentations wero ignorantly, 
not designedly, made. 

A WONDERFUL PROJECT. 

This is tho era of great undertakings. 
Many wonderful enterprises have been 
successfully completed but there are oth- 
ers still moro maivellous projected or 
rather talked about. One of those is a 
railroad to Alaska through Russian terri- 
tory to be constructed through British 
America to tho railway system of the 
United States. There are a few dillicul- 
ties in the way of the construction of this 
railway line but the projector, ex-Gover- 
nor Gilpin, of Colorado, believes that 
they can be readily surmounted. 

The road is to run through Asiatic 
Russia until it reaches Behring Strait, 
cross the strait, penetrate Alaska, cut 
through British Columbia and thenco to 
the United States. What the estimated 
length of this road is we have 110 means 
of knowing, but a glance at the map 
shows that it must bo pretty long. Then 
Siberia, particularly the northern part of 
it, is not, wo should say, the 
oasiest country in the world to 
build a load in. Beliring'6 Strait is only 
fifty miles or so wide. There is, Mr. Gil- 
pin says, an island in tho middle of it, so 
that this fifty miles can, for the purpose 
of bridge constructing, be divided into 
two twenty-fives. A bridge twenty-five 
miles long will satisfy most people. To 
ask for one fifty miles long would be a 
little too exacting. Tho depth of water, 
icebergs and such trifles present no diffi- 
culties to the projector. The water, lie 
says, is nowhere more than forty feet 
deep. Ho does not say whoro he ob- 
tained his information. If this is true the 
bridge will be in no danger from icebergs, 
for an iceberg that could float in forty 
feet of water would not be worth calling 
an iceberg at all. 

The little difficulties that occur to or- 
dinary people are pooh poohed by tho 
sanguine projector. The material with 
which to construct the rails and the 
bridges are to be found along the tr.tck, 
ivith more than sufficient precious motals 
to pay for mining tlio iron, smelting it, 
manufacturing it and constructing the 
roads and bridges. There is no such 
words as impossible or improbable in the 
grand old ex-Governor's dictionary. 

To such questions as, What good will 
the road be after it is built ? and, Will it 
pay to work it 1 he does not take the 
trouble to give an answer. Such ques- 
tions as these are only inspired by mops- 
back obstructionism. Tncy are uot 
worthy the attention of large-minded 
men of enterprise. Tho enterprise, he 
affirms with tho utmost confidence, is 
possible and it will, he predicts, bo ac- 
complished in the not distant future. 
The snail-minded, short-sighted objectors 
will, when the first train goes over it, be 
covered with confusion, and will never 
again hare the preiumptiou to sneer at 
any project let it appear to them ever bo 
wdd and Tl'sionary. After the Siberian- 
Alaskan road is built and in good work- 
ing order they will listen with icspect 
and without wondwr to the proposal to 
establish a line of balloons to the moon. 



for his investment. Ho can buy a jury, 
ho does not hesitate to capture a legislat- 
ive delegation, and ho promptly secures a 
majority on the Board of Supervisors. 
When money is required to perfo 111 these 
and similar operations, the funds are 
forthcoming; but if an old friend needs a 
helping hand, or whon a cast-off tool is 
strapped, the boss is not ready to help. 

As this picture is drawn by a political 
enemy, allowance should bo made for 
partisan exaggeration. But we find men 
of Buckley's own party inveighing against 
him and his methods more bitterly, if 
possible, than the Republicans do. More 
credit should therefore be given to the 
Chronicle's statements than it is safe, 
generally, to givo to party accusations.

A MONEY -MAKING BUSINESS 

Bossing the Deniociatic party in Cali- 
fornia ia evidently a paying business. 
Ten years ago, when Buckley tho Boas 
began to reign, he was a poor man. He 
has since followed no business generally 
considered legitimate, and now his 
wealth mounts up to somewhere about 
$650,000, and he is .said to lie in tin: en- 
joyment of an income of about $100,000 
a year. 

How Boss Buckley did manage, and 
still manages, to make all this money out 
of politics, only those who have an inti- 
mate knowledge of the uuder-curreut of 
public life and the devious wages of poli- 
ticians in tlie golden state can guess. 

The San Francisco Chronicle catalogues 
Boss Buckloy's wealth in this wiso : I lis 
real estate, valued at market rates, 
amounts to $122,000 ; shares in the 
Sutter street cable railroad, 3100,000 ; 
Unitod States bonds between §100,000 
and SL'00,000. This, it must be admitted, 
is a little indefinite, ono hundred thou- 
sand dollars is just a little too much to 
go and como on. Then there is a ranch 
at, Livermoro, Alameda county, valued at 
$35,000, and the Boss's interest in the 
Mercau'ilo Bank is estimated to bo worth 
$100,000 moro. Added to all this pro- 
perty, what tho Chronicle calls "pool 
room tolls" and "corporation levies," gn 
to swell tho wealth of this California!) 
professional politician, 

Unliko other bosses, the California ono 
is close-fisted. Ho is not liberal oven to 
his friends and henchmen, 3Io thinks, 
wo supposo, that they should do as ho 
does— look out each for himaolf, and lose 
no opportunity of spoiling the Egyptians. 
Tho Boss can spend liberally enough 
when ho sees the prospect of a rotum 



ELAINE'S DIFFICULTY. 

Secretary Blaine is evidently disgusted 
with the policy which his party is pursuing. 
Ho is quite willing to reduco the tariff ill 
many directions but ho wants to make 
tho reduction advantageous to tho coun- 
try in o her ways than merely lessening 
the burden of taxation and decreasing 
the revenue. Tho Mclvniley tariff, for 
instance, takes tho duty off raw sugar. 
Phis Mr. Blaine is also willing to do— on 
conditions. He would make sugar tree 
to those countries only which would ad- 
mit American farm products free. He 
explains his policy in a letter to Senator 
Frye. He says in that letter : 

"I have just received intelligence from 
the highest commercial authority in Hav- 
ana that American flour under the new 
duties imposed by Spain cannot reach the 
Cuban market under a co»t of §11.4.6 per 
barrel counting the shipping price at New 
York at $4.80 per barrel. Spain holds 
tho market for herself and is able to send 
European flour at a price which totally 
excludes the American flour from the 
market of Cuba and Porto Rico." 

Under these circumstances, to open the 
United States market to Cuban sugar, 
Mr. Blaine looks upon as foolish gener- 
osity. He would tax Cuban sugar as I 
high in proportion a3 American Hour is 
taxed by Cuba. This is what is called 
"fair trade" in Grout Britain, and it 
sounds reasonable to the unenlightened 
political economist as well as to the un- 
regenerato man. "Treat those well who 
treat you well, and retaliate on those who 
injure you," is what most people would 
like to do in business as well as in social 
life, and to them it appears to be better 
policy than loving our enemies and doing 
good to those who hate us and despite - 
fully us. But somehow in trade, as well 
as in social in ercourse, the policy which 
appears so just to the old Adam inns 
does not always work well. Selfishness 
is not longsighted. 

Mr. Bla no deplores the icsult of what 
he considers the juL'-handled trade of 
the United States with tho Lakin repub- 
lics. He says : 

Since we repealed the duty on coffee in 
1882 we have imported the products of 
Brazil to 1 he extent of §821,000,000 and 
have so'd to her only §150,135,000 of 
our own product. The difference— 
$664,671,000 we have psid in gold or its 
equivalent and Brazil has expended (he 
vast sum in the markets of Europe. You 
can easily see how different the result 
would have been if in return for the free 
admission of Brazilian coffee in our mar- 
kets we had exacted the free admission of 
of c rtain products of the United Statos 
in the Brazillian market." 

But the United States neoded the 
coffee in any case and must have had it. 
It was for the convenience and the 
benefit generally of the citizens of the 
United States that the duty was taken oil' 
coffee and not to help the Brazillian:,. 
Did it not occur to Mr. Blaine that the 
market of Brazil has always been just as; 
open to the products of tlie United 
.States as it has to those of European 
nations. How is it it then that the 
American has been shouldered out of the 
Brazillian market when it was the inte- 
rest of both Americans and Brazilliuns 
to trade with each order ? This is a 
little problem thai Mr. Blaine would do 
well to study. There was no discriminat- 
ing duty against American goods ill 
Brazil. Tho American vessels that came 
for coffeo ijUulit to have brought the 
commodities that Brazilians want.

Wellington l.'olllcrs' strike. 

S. F. Examiner : .Secretary Bushnell of 
the Council of Federated Trades, yesterday 
afternoon received u dispatch from Na- 
naimo, B. C, fl-in Tully Boyce of the 
striking Wcllingioii coal miners, notifying 
him that the court had ordered the eviction 
of the Wellington miners from their homes 
in three and ten days. This action has 
been expected on the part of Dunsmuir 
& Sons, ae the tirm announced a short time 
ago that they would drive the striking 
miners from the Wellington property, it 
is now believed that serious trouble will 
arise from the eviction of the miners, many 
of them having become so desperate that it 
is possible the cooler heads among them may 
be unable to control an outbrc»k and re- 
sistance if the eviction is enforced. 



Will They Co? 
For Siveral weeks past an effort lias been 
«m foot to induce the Siwaahes anil 
Siwashmes inhabiting the rancherie on the 
west side of Victoria harbor to accept of a 
house in some locality further from tho city, 
allowing the rancherie property to revert to 
tho government. They have refused ail 
overtures in this direction, stating emphatic- 
ally that they liked to live near the city, 
and are going to stay. Their position is a 
Strong one, as, without their consent, they 
cannot be transferred to other quarters. A 
few of the Indians say that they would like 
to live out in Suoke, where a home has been 
offered them. It is thought that the 
majority nie acting under advice in refusing 
to vacate the rancherie, doubtless thinking 
that they can secure a good bonus by hold- 
ing; out for the rights to which the law 
entitles them.

Police court circles wire pronouncedly 
dull yesterday; drunks wore at a discount, 
disturbances were not to be had; Cliinumen 
had been to the doss house instead of the 
gambling den; Indians had abstained from 
"square face," and, taken all in all things 
would have been at a bad point indeed but 
for one man who got drunk and another 
who deserted from H.M.S. Wurspile and, 
being desirous of disowning servitude to 
Her Majesty had bought a civilian's cos- 
tume.

A ItcElHtrnliori Itccnrd. 

U. S. Consul Myers has opened a regis- 
tration record at the consulate in this city, 
thu object being explained by him as fol- 
lows : "The Government of the United 
States has made arrangements for the regis- 
tration and enrollment of all its citiss HIS 
resident in Victoria and British Columbia, 
Thin registration is to be made at the ollice 
of the U. S. consul in Victoria, where a 
bonk for that purpose has been specially 
prepared. Those who cannot conveniently 
visit the consulate, can send thu particulars 
desired, by card or letter through the post- 
office, The points wanted are the full uatllO, 
Uge, placo of birth, whether native or natu- 
ralized, and where they hist resided in the 
United Slates. The object in making this 
enrollment is to secure to citizens their 
rights of person and property in the States, 
whatever they may be, in tho settlement of 



estates, etc, and to secure to children born 
of American citizens heru evidence of theii 
citizenship. It is also desired that all 
deaths of American citizens thut occur ; ' 
British Columbia bo reported to the c- 
ate at Victoria."

At Wellington. 

A gentleman who has just, returned from 
Nanalmo says that the aspect of the strike, 
where it is actually in progress, is entirely 
different from what outside reports would 
lead the world to beliere. Niiliaimo is en- 
joying its everyday quiet. The evicted 
tenants are leaving the houses owned by 
the proprietors of the colliery, and uo colli- 
sion is anticipated. About 160 of the min- 
ers have not been disturbed in the possession 
of their houses, and have expressed their 
willingness to go to work at any time that 
protection is guaranteed them. Thu 
evicted miners are not in want, of any ne- 
cessaries, and the employes of the V. C. Co. 
are paying over to them 10 per cent, of 
their earnings to assist them in prolonging 
the strike. 

The De« Moines Townsite. 

There are no new developments in the 
Dus Moines townsite forgery case. A great 
many witnesses have been subpoenaed and 
much interest is manifested in the case, ll 
is very generally believed that Cook was led 
into the matter by McCauslaud. A plausible 
story is thut the deed, by which the Des 
Moines Land company came into possession 
of the original townsite, was ob- 
tained by baud, and that John Moore, 
the legal heir, being in San Diego, had 
never signed such deed, and that if Cook 
would furnish the money ho (McCauslund) 
would go to California and get a deed for 
the properly Bigned by Mo ire, which he 
did, but perpetrated a forgery upon Moore's 
nume. it was also understood that each 
was to have a third if the deal wus success- 
ful. McCauslaud has been in the employ of 
Cuok on one of his steamboats, and is a man 
fully 50 years of age. It is thought that 
Cook, in his eager tight for gain, was driv- 
en in the matter, which he should havo in- 
vestigated more closely. — IVst-Intelligcncer. 

< liritttlanf zed Cruelty, 

Ira Toronto and in some of the Eastern 
ei lies a lively crusade has been organized 
against the practice of docking the tails of 
horses, many victims of which practice are 
constantly soon in and about this city. 
Under these conditions the following ex- 
tract descriptive of the docking process 
from an official circular may not prove to 
he uninteresting to n large section of this 
country. — " A rope is thrown over the neck 
of the horse, the ends brou :ht 'ictween his 
forelegs and under his loud pasterns. A 
sudden jerk draws up his leg8, he falls help- 
less to thu floor, and his legs aro tied. Ho 
is then secured with twitches, which i.< 
twisling a small rope around tho nose, 
iVliiuh is very sensitive, so as to divert his 
attention from the tail. Behind is a fur- 
nace, knives, a large pair of shears, and 
searing irons. The operator folds back the 
hair from the joint to be divided, the knife 
rapidly severs the skin, the huge shears 
are applied, the horses struggles, and the 
tail is oil'. Then the iron at a white heat 
applied, and tho bleeding is arrested. Tho 
operation performed is very similar to am- 
putation of a leg or arm on the human, and 
surely no one can say that, this is not a 
painful operation. The parts arc supplied 
with ekin, muscles, nerves, blood-vessels, 
ligaments, hones, in fuct the same structure 
as one's limb, and the same pathologic con- 



dition which would exist in man's arm or 
leg would also take place in horse's tail ; 
il : ■. a as sensitive to tho touch aud to 
..« any other part of the body."

LOST IN THE NAAS. 

Engineer William Thompson boson His Life 
by Drowning— Amon : the Northern 
Canners. 

By the stoamer Princess Louise, McCul- 
lough master, which arrived from Northern 
ports at an early hour this morning, was 
received news of the death fey drowning of 
Engineer William Thompson, of the Cas- 
cade Packing company's steamer. Only 
meagre particulars of the fatality are ob- 
tainable. The deceased, whose home and 
many friends are in Victoria, was on board 
his boat on Thursday last, the steamer 
having just left the cannery, on the Naas, 
about 100 yards behind, when Thompson 
fell overboard, how is unknown. Efforts 
were made to rescue him. lint before the en- 
gines could be reversed the drowning man 
was far astern. He was heard to shout 
once, and no more. The body had not yet 
been recovered when the Louise came down. 

'1 h • iSkecna river canneries are just now 
enjoying the best salmon run for years, but 
unfortunately cannot use all the fish owing 
to shortness of hands. Ono cannery has 
had to throw away as many as oOO or 400 
fish. On the Naas the run is not so good. 
The R.A.P. and the Standard head the 
pack on the Skeeua, each having about 11,- 
000 cases up; the other canneries on the 
river average about 8,000. On the Naas 
the average is six thousand eases, and the 
packers are waiting for fish. 

News had been received at Port Simpson 
before the Louise left to the effect that the 
masts of the Sardonyx had now disappeared 
and the hull was fast breaking, particularly 
rough winds aud seas having lately pre- 
vailed. The down cargo was a light one, 
made up of a fow bales of furs, and tho 
■almoa shipments will commence on the 
next trip. Tho Louise sails again on Sat- 
urday next. 

T(7rE0PEN THE MINE. 

The l'orry Creek Hold Mining Co. Decide to 
Farther Prosecute the Work In 
Their Property. 

In the absence of the president, Col. James 
Baker, M.P.P., Mr. A. J. Smith, vice- 
president, filled the chair, at a general 
meeting of shareholders of the Perry Creek 
Gold Mining Co., held yesterday morning, 
at the company's oliice on Government 
| street. In the report presented by the di- 
rectors it was stated that since June 7th 
the mine had been unavoidably shut down, 
it was to be hoped for a lime only. The 
difficulty with the tunnel, and the need of 
more capital was explained to be the cause 
of the cessation of work at the mine. The 
final wash up on June 1st showed much 
coarser gold, with a $12 nugget in the lot; 
the indications by the character of the gold 
being encouraging. 

Alter adopting the report, the sharehold- 
ers authorized the directors to make the 
best terms they could, for procuring the 
necessary lunds, by mortgage, io re-open 
the mine. The belief of the Stockholders is 
that capital can be interested, if not at 
home llien abroad, for the purpose of re- 
opening tho mine and carrying the oper- 
ations of the company to a successful and 
profitable termination. Efforts in the di- 
rection of obtaining funds arc now being 
made. 



PITT RIVKK LANDS. 

A Government Survey I'arty to Visit Them and 
Ascertain Their Worta. 

Already the Provincial government has 
despatched three parties to explore and sur- 
vey tho available lands of British Colum- 
bia, in accordance with the measure passed 
at tho last session of the legislature. In the 
course of the next fortnight a fourth expe- 
dition will leave Victoria. Their destina- 
tion will be the Pitt river country, from the 
lake up, and their object will be to explore 
and survey the particularly fertile land of 
that section, some of which oilers excep- 
tional advantages to the agriculturist. 

Just how much of the land on the banks 
of Pitt river is suitable for settlement is not 
at. present known, but on tho return of the 
expedition all the information collected by 
them will be published by the government 
in such form as will best incut tho Watltn of 
intending residents. No doubt much good 
land will be, by means of this action of the 
government, introduced to the class of im- 
migrants that the country most needs.

OBJECTIONS AND OBJECTIONS. 

Tho Tramway Track Layers And Several Un- 
expected Obstacles in Their Path. 

Unexpected opposition from moro than 
one quarter was met with by tho men em- 
ployed in laying the tramway rails towards 
Esquimalt yesterday. One would think 
that the residents along the right of way 
would bo a unit in desiring to see tho road 
completed at tho earliest possible date; they 
arc not so united however, and when tho 
road builders went to work yesterday morn- 
ing they were astonished to find a substan- 
tial fence constructed across the road in 
front of Mrs. O. Gerow's property and 
effectually barring further progress, The 
fence had been put up by Mrs. Gerow's 
orders during the night, she acting in tho 
absence of her husband by legal advice. 
The reason of this somewhat peculiar move 
upon her part was that sho disputed the 
right, of the province to tho ownership of 
the road over which the government had 
giver, the tramway company tho r ght of 
way. The land where the road is now was 
owned by Capt. Nagle in 1801, and tho pre- 
sent EsquimaU road was run through cer- 
tain of the lots with his concurrence, The 
first owner of the land, Mr. R. J. Russell, 
who sold the tract to Capt. Nagle, being 
interviewed last evening, said thut lie and 
tho Captain gave their full consent to the 
road being carried through. Tho matter has 
been referred to the Lands and Works De- 
partment and their judgment upon it is 
eagerly awaited by the tramway company 
and the few wdiose property interests arc 
directly effected. The tracklayers were next 
met with even more powerful opposition 
from the Esquiinult Water Works Co., who 
strongly objected to the line being laid 
across their pipes. Hon. C. E. Pooley pre- 
sented the claims of the water company aud 
Hon. D. W. Higgins those of his road at 
a conference with Mr. Lubhe, president of 
the water company aud Surveyor-General 
Gore, held to discuss the matter, and it war. 
finally decided to shift the line from the 
route surveyed and partially excavated, to 
the other side of the road, tho water com- 
pany paying for the first excavation and the 
replacing of the earth. The fence was re- 
moved at noon. Mr. Fairall, the brewer, 
has also an objection to the laying of the 
road past his premises, and pending mi ex- 
amination into the merits of his claim, 
track-laying is being pushed from the rail- 
way track on towards EsquimaU. 

FULLER BREAKS JAIL. 

Tim Assassin of the bat:- Archbishop Scghcrs 
Escapes from McNeill's Island Penitentiary. 

News has been received at Port Towns- 
end that Frank Fuller,' the murderer of 
Archbishop Soghers, who was serving a ten 
years term on XcNeill Island, had made 
his escape, and although live days had 
elapsed since he broke jail, no trace of him 
had been discovered up to yesterday. Row 
he effected his escape is unknown, although 
it had been learned that he had shackles 
upon his feet at the time of his leave-tak- 
ing, lie is lb-scribed as being about Bix 
feet, light hair, blue eyes, pale thin face, 
wore full whiskers, when escaped 
probably shaved. Fuller accompanied 
•ho lute Archbishop Seghers to Alaska 
in 1886, as a sort of body servant. 
He was a half-witted fellow, and 
the prelate had often been warned against 
hiin. To these warnings tho Archbishop 
paid no alti ntion, seeking to tame Fuller's 
wild nature by gentleness and acts of kind- 
ness. When his Grace made up his mind 
to take a trip to Alaska for the purpose of 
trying to convert the natives of that coun- 
try, Fuller accompanied him as his only at- 
tendant. The half-witted idiot shut his 
master while the latter lay sleeping one 
night. The crime was discovered because 
Fuller made no attempt to escape, did he 
desire to do so. He was tried upon a charge 
of murder and a lenient jury taking pity 
upon his unfortunate condition, saved his 
neck by convicting him of manslaughter. 
His sentence was ten years at the prison on 
McNeil's Island. Good behavior would have 
reduced this to sevan and one-half years. 

PROMISE OF RICHNESS. 

Pr»eress Being llaile at the Halt Snrlu-: Islaml 
Mines— On a Prosriectlne Tour. 

Although very little has been heard of 
late in regaid to the mining property which 
enterprising Victorians are now developing 
on the south side of Salt Spring Island, 
there is every reason to hope that their 
venture will be crowned with gratifying 
success.

cut. It is the intention to continue 
tho shaft to a depth of 101) feet. Five men 
have been working on the claim, and they 
have already several thousand tons of ore 
on the dm: p. I Ins ore assays from 518 lo 
$44 to tuc ton in gold and silver. The 
ledge where first struck was but aboul 18 
inches in width, but on being followed up 
it opened out to from eight to twelve feet. 
Its average assay value is from $IS lo §24, 
but come of it goes as high us S<() n tou in 
silver alone The gold averages $0.20.

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OUTRAGES IN ARMENIA. 

The Disorders Continued, and Threats 
Made to tuck the Christian 
Quarters- 
Salisbury Sends a EenioiiBtranee to 
the rortc— The Armenians Asking 
Aid From the Czar. 

London, July 20.— Lord Salisbury bus 
sent a romonstrnnce to tho porto with re- 
gard to tho current disorders in Armenia. 
If Turkey praetieully refuses to effect, or 
attempts to effect, reforms in that coun- 
try.in accordance with the Anglo-Turkish 
convention, relating to the protection of 
the lives and property of Christians, tin- 
governmj nt will bo constrained to con- 
sider whether England is, by Turkey'* 
action, released from the obligat ons of 
tho convention, and it may therefore call 
upon the other signatories of the Berlin 
treaty to interfere in Armenia. 

Dispatches from the East report thai 
outrages are of constant occurrence at 
Erzoroun. The Musseltnon threaten t' 
sack tho Christian quarters. The garriso' 
has been doubled, but disorder continues. 
One hundred women wore recently abduc 
ted while bathing, and several were mw 
dered. A reign of terror exists. 

London, July 20. — A dispatch to tin 
News from Constantinople says: "Failin 
joint intervention by England and liu"si;i 
the Armenians on both sides of tho fron- 
tier will combine and ask the Czar's aid." 

London, July 20.— Sir. \V. A. White. 
Bri ish ambassador to Turkey, has conn 
to London on a short and sudden visit. 
He has already had several private con- 
ferences with Lord Salisbury. He will 
'start for Constantinople in tho morning. 

Constantinople, July 20. — A company 
of gendarmes had a fatal encounter wi h 
a gang of smugglers at Therapia to-day.

Some Things Eugene Field Learned 
in London Town. 



A Lilt of Articles to Which the English 
Aflslgo Namiu Differing from Those 
We Use— Indirect nous or Speech 
Prevails Kverywhere. 

You must pardon mo for using- that 
word molasses. Having livod six 
months in Britain 1 should havo said 
treacle, writes Eugono Field in the 
Chicago News. I study to bo correct 
oven in little matters of this kind, but 
I find it very hard to conform to English 
as it is spoken this side of the saiino 
pool. 

Quito at random I made up a list of 
articles to which thn English assign 
names differing from those wo use: 

That which wo call a bowl is hero 
known as a basin. In England you ask 
for a basin of bread and milk. 

That which is known to us as a pitcher 
is horo called a jug. 

A donkoy horo is called a moke; in 
America a moke is a negro. Local slang 
for a cab-horso is "cat's meat," because 
tho moat of horses is peddled around 
tho streets for feeding to cats. By the 
way, British eats average much larger 
than our American cats, and they are 
notorious chicken-killers. Tho brindlo 
cat seems to bo the commonest. 

What wo call crackers are here called 
biscuit, and I suspect that this is strict- 
ly correct. 

What we call shoes aro hero known 
as boots, and what wo call hoots aro 
hero known as bluchers. There is one 
shoo called tho hilo, bocauso it runs 
high from tho heel up hack of tho ankle 
and is cut low in front. 

Our druggist is horn a chemist, many 
of tho older practitioners retaining tho 
old spelling — "chymist." 

What wo call ale is here known as 
bitter boor. 

What is horo known as a hash wo 
should call a stow, and what we call a 
hash is hero known as a mince. 

In England our overcoat becomes a 
great coat, our undershirt becomes a 
vest, and our drawers become panta- 
loons. It is said that when Oeoriro \V. 
C'hilds, of Philadelphia, was in London 
a number of yoars ag-o ho walked into a 
haberdashery, and, sooking to appear to 
ho a native, asked to he shown tho 
styles in silk waistcoats. ".leernes," 
cried tho proprietor to his assistant, 
"step this way and show this Hamori- 
can gentleman our flowery weskits!" 

What, wo call sick the Englishman 
calls ill; sickness hero implies nausea 
and vomiting. Tho British usage, is 
wrong; but tho late Rictiard Grant 
White settled tho point pretty definite- 
ly. How camo tho British to fall into 
this perversion? It was, I think, bo- 
causo the British can go nowhoro except 
by water; that travel by water induces 
unpleasant symptoms of nausea and 
retching, which condition, called sick- 
ness, gradually came to bo regarded as 
tho correct definition of tho word sick- 
ness. I can't imajrino how the British 
justify thoir uso of the words homesick, 
heartsick and lovesick. 

Hero they call a street-car a tram; 
correct. Here, too, an elevator is a litt, 
and that is right. 

What wo call a telegram Is hero called 
a tolegraph; it will probably novor bo 
determined which of these usages is the 
better. Our postal-card is horo a post- 
card; cuffs becomo wrists. 

That material known to us as canton 
flannel is hero called swan's-down, and 
our muslin is known hereabout as 
calico. 

Our locomotivo becomes engine, and 
our conductor is hero a guard. 

What wo call stowing (culinary term) 
tho British call simmering; our lunch 
is hero a luncheon, and our baggage be- 
comes luggage. 

O.ir wheat is called corn, and our corn 
is called maize, or sometimes Indian 
corn. Pigs' foot are called trotters. By 
tho way, a theatrical name for a bad 
actor is rotter. 

A "chill'' is here called a "rigor," and 
tho eruption commonly known among 
us as ''hives" is here known as "nettle- 
rash." Candy is variously known as 
"swoots," "sweetmeats" and "lolly." 

Writing to John Smith, your social 
equal, you aro expected to address him 
as John Smith, Esq.; if he bo your 
tailor, grocer, etc., you address him as 
Mr. John Smith. 

The word "apt" is exceedingly popu- 
lar here. It is "apt to rain," "apt to be 
muddy," a man is "apt to go down 
town," a bank is "apt to suspend," etc. 
Even tho best prints uso this word as a 
synonym for "likely" and "like." 
Another barbarism everywhere preva- 
lent in the United Kingdom is the uso 
of tho adverb "directly" for tho con- 
junction "as soon as"— e. g., "directly ho 
wont out I shut the door." Charles 
Dickens, who was quito slovenly at 
times, seems to havo been addicted to 
this indefensible vico. 

What does this British word "loft- 
tenant" moan? I should liko to know. 

"Quite" is another hackneyed word 
hero; it is edged in upon every occasion. 

Tho first criticism I would pass tpon 
the press of London would bo for tno 
indirectness of its Hpeecli. When a 
newspaper writer wishos to convey tho 
idea that yesterday was a plomanl day, 
lie says: "Yesterday was not an un- 
pleasant day." A good play is "not 
half bad," a humoruus spwch is "not 
unrelieved by wit," a riotously ap- 
plauded address is "not wholly unac- 
centod by demonstrations of approval," 
and so on, ad infln. ot ad naus. Now all 
this sort of thing may bo subtlo and It 
may be conservative, but it is not in tho 
spirit of tho An^lo-Saxon, and it vox us 
me to find so little of tho Anglo-Saxon 
in tho literature, tho speoch and tno 
practices of the very pooplo whero I had 
thought to find so much.

THE LAKE OF DEATH. 

A Mysterious Sheet of Water Which No 
Living Thing Can Survive. 

"Devil's Lake," in Calhoun Cou"' 
Ala., seventy miles east of Hirir' ' 
is ono of tho most remarkable 
curiosities to bo found in A 
Tho lake is oval in shape and , s 
about four acres of ground. No \ojfe- 
tation of any kind grows on its hanks 
and nothing lives in its waters. Evon 
snakes and terrapins shun tho waters of 
Devil's Lake, and fish placed in it dio 
in a few hours. The water is clear limo- 
stono, with a peculiar taste, which 
makes it unpalatable to man or boast. 
Horses and cows will not drink it, no 
matter how thirsty they may be. 

. Deep down bolow the surfaco of tho 
lako may bo soon what appears to bo tha 
charred and blackened trunks of large 
trees. .They stand upright in the water, 
but have noithor root nor brancli and 
novor riso to tho surfaco nor sink to tho 
bottom. Tho lako has no outlot and 
tho volume of water in it is tho samo 
all tho time. 

A strange fatality attaches to this 
lake. Once it was the favorite resort of 
the boys of tho neighborhood for bath- 
ing and swimming, but now they novor 
go near it. Fifteen boys have boon 
drowned in its waters in twice as many 
years. A few of the bodies wero recov- 
ered, but thoso who wero drowned any 
distance from the banks sunk to the 
bottom and were never brought to tho 
surface. 

Tho doptli of tho lako has nevor boon 
ascertained. Soundings to a depth of 
seven hundred foot found no bottom, 
and tho peoplo in the vicinity say tho 
lake has none. The Indian legend of 
the origin of tho lake is that before tho 
white man camo to this country two 
tribes became, involved in a war, and 
after a number of bloody battles the 
smaller tribo was almost exterminated. 
Then the old men and chiefs of the 
weak tribe sued for peaco and arranged 
for a council. While tho pipe was being 
passed around a signal was given and 
tho chiefs of tho strong tribo suddenly 
sprang up with drawn tomahawks and 
murdered every ono of tho chiefs of the 
smaller tribo. 

Then tho war was renewed and car- 
ried on until tho weak tribo was exter- 
minated. A few moons after the mas- 
sacre of tho chiefs a fire broke out in 
the pine forest where tho massacre oc- 
curred. The fire burned in this spot for 
eight moons and the ground sunk down 
outof sight; the lire disappeared, and in 
its stead appeared a lako. Tho Indians 
gave the lake a name which means "lako 
of death."

They 
delicatoly inquired what tho trouble 
was, and wore somewhat abashed at the 
response:

"I never knew such an unfort- 
unate fellow as I am." 

"Why, you have not been toying with 
tho tiger and gone dead broke?" thoy 
asked, still more interested. 

"Well, not exactly," ho replied. "Tho 
fact is, I bought a ticket for a raffle, and 
won a horso and wa.;on." 

"But what is thuro in that to rnako 
you look bluo?" thoy asked, in astonish 
mont.
